Attorney indicated that all of the claims are to a single embodiment. Explaining that the claimed invention is 
directed to a method of dynamically assigning bins that receive currency sorted based on the denomination of the 
currency only as described in the steps in Fig. 32 directed towards sorting based on denomination and further clarified 
by Figure 48b and described at pages 79 column 29 through page 103 of the specification as applied to any one of the 
multiple machine embodiemnts illustrated in Figures 1-27c at examiners discression. 

Attorney also indicated that the apparatus claims read directly on the method claims. Examiner agreed to examine 
the apparatus claims to the extent that they do read directly on the method claims but will make further restriction 
requirements during prosecution of the first action on the merits if they do not. 

It was also agreed that the embodiments disdlosed from pages 104-151 are not considered pertinent to the 
examination. 

It was further agreed that the drawings did in fact disclose multiple embodiments and any requirements to make 
changes to the specification will be covered in the first action on the merits. The specification is considered sufficient 
with respect to multiple embodiments for prosecution to proceed.

with the claimed devices. 
Attorney and examiner have decided that a determination will be made during the 
prosecution of the first action on the merits whether changes to the specification and or further 
restriction of the claims is warranted.
